ICm-loii REI-UHI.ICAN :—1 am Irequently 


asked the question, "What is the posi- 
tion of the Populists on the tariff?" 
This can only be answered by inference, 
as the party has never stated its views 
directly in the matter. As it is an in- 
dustrial party, contending for regula- 
tions thai will yield to the musses the 
best prolits from production, and is bit- 
terly opposed lo monarchies or aristoc- 
racies at home or abroad, and is asking 
for the surrender of all special privil- 
eges in those things that tlio public are 
dependent on which are now in private 
hands, it is certainly plain to all^that 
this would necessarily imply a policy_of 
protection against pauper labor or its 
product. Again, as the rich monopolists 
3f Wall street have always been the 
apostles of free trade and free importa- 
tion of degraded labor, it is hardly pos- 
sible that the Populists could accept 
such an alliance. 


"Why the Populists have been silent 


on this question is probably owing to n 
general belief among them that the agi- 
tation on tariff among old parties was 
meant mostly as a means to keep the 
mind of the public away from questions 
that would he of more- importance to 
them, believing that protection was a

The three 
captains appealed for protection to the 
United Stales war ships and requested 
that the barks be given an escort lo the 
wharves. 
Admiral IJenliani promised 


ho would do everytliing in bis power lo 
afford the fullest protection. Accord- 
in"ly the admiral sent an oflicer to 
Aquidaban to ask De Gama to have an 
end put to reckless gunning. De Gama 
was apparently in a bad humor when 
theollicer arrived, and with many ex- 
clamations of impatience listened to the 
recital of the captain's grievance.

THE 
DOLGEVILLE 


LESSON. 


OBJECT 


Political object lessons arc increasing. 


President Cleveland discovered several 
which convinced him that the sulvalioi 
of the country demanded the immediate 
nnd unconditional repeal of the silver 
purchase act. It >VHB accordingly re- 
pealed, but for reasons that were appar- 
ent to many people nt the time, thnt 
action entirely failed of its alleged pur- 
pose, mid the industrinl salvation of the 
country appears lo be as far distant now 
as it was prior to the time when the 
President brought congress Around to 
his way of thinking on the silver ques- 
tion. 


There occurred at Dolgcville, Is. Y., 


on the 27th instant, an object lesson, 
•which Mr. Cleveland and his congress 
should not fail to make a note of. Dolge- 
villc is one of the most prosperous man- 
ufacturing towns in the Empire state, 
nnd Alfred Dolge, for whom the town is 
named, is-one of the most extensive 
manufacturers in that commonwealth. 
Mr. Dolge is not one of those manufac- 
turing "barons" ngainst whom the 
charge of reaping all the benefits of pro- 
tection while grinding the face of labor 
holds g ood. 


Good wages have been the rule at the 


Dolgeville factories, and ia addition to 
fair wages Mr. Dolze has for some years 
had in operation a system whereby his 
employes received a percentage of the 


1 net profits realized from the business in 


addition to their regular wages. This 
system has worked well, both for the em- 
ployer and employe. The latter have 
worked zealously for the success of the 
business in which they had n. personal 
interest, and the annual dividend has 
brought material additions to their stated 
earnings. 


The annual distribution of profits has 


also' been made the occasion at fraternal 
reunion and festivity, the proprietor of 
the factories contributing ?50J to pro- 
vide 
a banquet which would lend 


proper cheer to n mutually pleasant set- 
tlement of accounts. 


The occasion for this annual scttle- 


mcnt arrived on the 27th inst, but in- 
stead of providing a banquet Sir. Dolge 
contributed the $500 usually devoted to 
that purpose to the relief of the Buffer- 
ing poor of the village, and announced 
the unpleasant fact that in this year of 
threatened tariff "reform" there were 
no profits to divide. In the course of an 
address made to hie employes at a meet- 
ing held at this date, Mr. Doljie said: 


"In reviewing our business for the 


years of 1891 and 1892,1 was able to re- 
port to you that they weru the most suc- 
cessful years we ever had. Each year I 
could announce to you a rise in wages. 
They will be known in tbo history of 
our country as the two vears of sound 
economic policv as embodied in the Mc- 
Kiniey tariff law, by which the pur- 
chasing power of tliu nuibititi was in- 
creased to such an extent that all fac- 
tories throughout the land were busy 
every working day in the year. 


"Now 
all this is ruverecu, and at this, 


our twenty-fifth reunion, 1 am com- 
pelled to offer aid to men who have 
worked for ua, merely because supreme 
ignorance and conceit reign at Washing- 
ton. For the first time in twenty-five 
years our factories are closed for the 
want of orders; for the first time in 
twenty-five years I eland before you to 
state tliat we have not made any prog- 
ress during the year just ended. 


"True, we have been more fortunate 


than many others. Moat of you own 
vour homes, and when the factories 
closed you had eavcd enough to carry 
you through the winter without asking 
for alms of anybody. Unfortunately 
some of you who earn $2.25 per day in 
the factory will be compelled to work 
part of the ye.tr alongside Italians 
shoveling dirt* at $1.23 per day. The 
Wilson bill will compel it." • 


If Mr. Cleveland is looking for object 


lessons at the present time, he will 
hardly be able to find a better one than 
that which is afforded by the "plain 
people" of Dolgeville. He might also 
make a note of the fact that numbers of 
the laboring men of that place who 
voted for him at the last election pub- 
licly expressed their regret on this oc- 
casion for having done so. 


A CHARITABLE 
SUPPOSITION 


It is charitable to Justice Brewer of 


the supreme bench to believe that he 
was drunk when he delivered an after 
dinner speech in Boston last Thursday 
eight, in which he made a slurring ref- 
erence to ex-President Hayes, and ic- 
ferred to the Chinese exclusion act as 
the "tagging of Chinese laborers, whom 
the Ame-ican laborer is unwilling and 
unable to compete with." 


It is almost impossible to believe that 


any man capable of occupying a seat on 
the supreme bench would be so impoli- 
tic as to express such viewa publicly, 
when duly sober; and it goes without 
eaying that a man who holds such senti- 
ments regarding the laboring men of this 
country and their relations to the degrad- 
ed labor of theorient,is unfit to occupy a 
judicial position of any sort. 


No man who discerns the equity of 


the situation will deny that the laboring 
man of thin country is unwilling to 
compete with the Chinese. To do BO he 
must surrender his right to live as an 
enlightened citizen of a republic is en- 
titled to live, to sustain his family in 
comfort and educate his children. To 
sneer at the unwillingness of American 
labor t > compete with the spawn of 
thousands of years of slavery and degra- 
dation is to exhibit a degree of bigotry 
ttnd heartless ncs-i that can hardly be 
conceived of in any .American citizen. 
Another vacancy i* badly needed on the 
Supreme bench.

Yesterday County Treasurer Nelson 


received notice tliat the amount of 
$7,331.80 had 
been credited to this 


county aa its share in the first insta'l- 
incntof back taxes from the railroad 
for tho year 1880 to 1885, inclusive. 


Thia amount purports to be one-half 


the sum due to the county under the re- 
assessment act—chapter 207 of tho laws 
of 1893—-which was paid into the state 
treasury by the railroad authorities as 
provided by that act. 


By the same mail Auditor Austin re- 


ceived from the controller a statement 
of the apportionment and the basis on 
which it was made, which shows that 
the amounts due to Fresno county as 
constituted prior to the erection of Ma- 
dcra county to he ns follows: Southern 
Pacific Company, $4,120.44; Central Pa- 
cific Company, $20,118.69. 
The Controller awards to Iresno 


county the entire amount due from tho 
Southern Pacific Company—$4120.44 to 
Fresno county, on tho ground that no 
part o£ the line lies within the new 
county of Madera, and awards, of the 
$20,118.09 due from the Central Pacific 
Company to Fresno county $10,543.17, 
and to Madera county $9574.52, stating 
for the basis for this apportionment the 
[act that,aa the counties are constituted, 
thirty-twomilesof the road lie in Fresno 
county and 29,06 miles in Madera county. 


His decision is, therefore, based on 


grounds purely accidental and can be no 
more maintained in equity than could it 
be had he awarded tho entire amount to 
Fresno county, which no reasoning man 
would for a moment attempt to main- 
tain as just or fair. 


In the llrst place these railroads were 


assessed and refused to pay their taxes, 
claiming that they were irregularly 
levied and excessive. This failure to 
pay 011 their taxes of 1880 created. a de- 
ficiency in the county treasury in 1881, 
to inee't which the board of supervisors 
was compelled to add to the county bud- 
get, and which increased every man's 
faxes throughout tho county the next 
year to the extent of the railroad's un- 
paid taxes. 
. 
Each succeeding year the condition 


was the same and the deficiency was 
met in tho same way by an increase of 
the tax rate, and was paid by all the 
taxable property of tho county—tho rail- 
road executed—pro rata. 


Chanter 207 ol tho laws of 1893 pro- 


vides a method by which the counties 
iiinv recoup these unpaid taxes of tho 
raifroad and the amount levied is paidd 


ter to tbe controller and endeavor to BC- 
euro a rwpportionineut sulatwittaily ou 
tho basin ubovo uuggestud.

When Madcra county was nreetwl, 


there was an outstanding bonded in- 
debtedness incurred for

bridges. The titlo to such part of those 
public improvements as lay within their 
new county passed to it upon erection of 
the county, and the remainder vested 
solely in Fresno county. 


As soon as the county government of 


Madera county was fully organised the 
boards of supervisors of the two coun- 
ties met in Fresno to settle tho bnsia of 
this joint indebtedness. At this meet- 
ing the liability was segregated upon 
tho basis ot the taxable property cut off 
from Fresno county—substantially one- 
Bixtb—and it was then agreed that Ma- 
dera county should assume the payment 
of one-sixth of the interest to fall due 
on these outstanding bonds, and also to 
provide a fund to meet tbe payment of 
one-sixth of the principal as it fell due. 


Madera county was erected last May 


and therefore, the assessment was well 
under way and there was tbe matter of 
delinquent taxes to be disposed of and 
these wore apportioned to the two 
counties on the same basis, and on this 
same basis should tho back taxes havo 
been apportioned.

at which they have gone on the market, 
but have bad to bo peddled out in lots of 
from flfty to seventy-five boxes to each 
jobber. They will learn that houses 
that last year would buy thirty or fifty 
carloads speculatively, could not be in- 
duced at any one time to buy even one 
car this year, but have simply received 
small lots as their trade called for them. 
They will also learn that the commission 
packers have held as firmly as any class, 
and that they have quite as large a pro- 
portion on hand at present as either co- 
operative or private packers. 
They 


will find that commission packers are aa 
honorable men and have dealt as fairly 
with all concerns as any agents in the 
field. 


If the fight is not against men, but the 


system, they will be able to see that, 
had not the commission plan prevailed, 
tbe buying system would have been 
from the wagon, and after tho first de- 
mand had been met raisins would have 
been bought for 1J4 cents per pound, or 


in that. The commis- 


will prefer to do business with firms that 
have treated them fairly, than try 
doubtful experiments with strangers 
whose financial standing they do not 
know, or co-operato with leaders of the 
typo of those who havo been Idling the 
newspapers with their blatant folly. Wo 
close with a quotation from a letter re- 
ceived by a leading business house. Re- 
ferring to the price of raising tho writer 
says: 
"1 have seen a great deal in tho pa- 


pers concerning the course of tbe raism 
market thia year, and many ventures as 
to tho cause of the extremely low prices 
prevailing. We do not hesitate to say 
that the-chief cause for these prices lies 
with a certain line of producers, who 
persist in consigning their 
product 


mainly to outside and generally irre- 
sponsible commission men in tbe east. 


The following i^ about the rule, "the 


man who tolls the biggest lie gets the 
consignment:" "It seems we are to lot 
old, time tried concerns, whose ways of 
jusiness are known to bo honest and 
which arc known to bo reliable-concerns, 
go-out of the business and send stuff in-
